All 
alumni, members of the faculty, 
and students are invited to the tea 
which will be from 2 to 4 p.m. in 
the student union building. 

After the tea is a cocktail party 
and banquet, which are to be held 
at the Santa Lucia Inn near the 
rodeo grounds. The cocktail party 
will start at 4:30 p.m. and the ban- 
quet, featuring a steak dinner with 
all the trimmings, starts at 5:30. 
Slate of officers for the Alumni as- 
sociation for the coming year will 
be elected at the banquet. 

Next on the schedule for tomor- 
row will be the annual Homecom- 
ing football game between Hartnell 
and the Menlo Oaks. Hartnell will 
be in for a tough battle here 
against the Oaks, who are favored 
to win. 

The last event of the day will be 
the after-game dance in honor of 
the alumni. At the dance the 
award for the most outstanding 
player of the Menlo game will be 
presented. 

The committee to: choose the 
most outstanding player will be 
composed of winners of the award 
in previous years. It will include 
one student still starring for the 
Panthers, Jamie Bareng, who re- 
ceived the award last year. 
--During the entire day, the 1955 
Hartnell Homecoming queen will 
reign. Last Monday the prelimi- 
nary election was held to deter- 
mine which. five of the numerous 
candidates got the highest votes. 

After the ballots were counted, 
it was found that the five coeds on 
top were the following: Judy 
Young, sponsored by the Business 
club; Sally Beazell, the Women’s 
Athletic association; Martha Lou 
Cowles, the Art club; Marilyn In- 
gols, the Engineer's club; and Joan 
Benoit, the Intervarsity Christian 
Fellowship and the Westminster 
club. 

Coronation of the queen, who 
was picked at the election on Wed- 
nesday, will take place today at 11 
a.m. Her crown will be presented 
to her by Rene Eris, student body 
president. After the presentation 

of. the crown, she will receive the 
Alpha Gamma Sigma trophy which 
is traditionally presented to each 
Homecoming queen.

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Marble Panther 
Noticed By Those 
Passing Hartnell 


One of the first things no- 
ticed by a person passing the 
Hartnell campus is the giant, 
black marble Panther that 


stands on the lawn in front 
of the college. 

The Panther was. presented to 
Hartnell by the class of 1940. In 
1941 it was unveiled in a ceremony 
presided over by the late R. D. 
Case, superintendent of schools at 
the time. 

The Big Cat was hewed from a 
solid, 16 ton block of black granite. 
Its sculptor was Raymond. Pucci- 
nelli, with Benjamin Buffano, the 
man who designed the buffalo 
nickle, as critic artist. 

Unknown to many students at 
Hartnell is the fact that a steel box 


| was buried in the base of the Pan- 


ther containing many items typical 
of Hartnell at that time. 

In the box, which is not to be 
opened_until 2140, are a copy of 
the college newspaper, letters. con- 
nected with the government and 
administration of Hartnell, rings, 
and other timely trademarks.

Hartnell Could End 
League Champs’ 
Rose Bow! Chances

Menlo J.C., rated one of 
the strongest junior college 
teams in the nation, visits Sa- 
linas tomorrow and expects 
to leave with another victory 
tucked securely under their belts. 

The event is the annual Home- 
coming game and the opponents 
are our off-and-on Hartnell Pan- 
thers. Game time is slated for 8 
p.m. at the high school stadium. 

Coming into tomorrow’s contest, 
the Oaks are supposed to be the 
pride of northern California. They 
have been triumphant three times 
already and were preseason favor- 
ites to go to the Junior Rose Bowl 
game at Pasadena. 

Hartnell’s place on their sched- 
ule is just another game to them. 
But to the Panthers it means a 
chance to be spoilers plus gaining 
revenge of a bad defeat last  sea- 
son at the hands of Menlo. 

A year ago the Oaks dumped 
Hartnell, 31-12, to end the Pan- 
thers’ two-year reign as Coast con- 
ference champs. Menlo went on to 
capture the league title, posting a 
fine sevén-won, one-loss record on 
the year. The only defeat was at 
the hands of City College of San 
Francisco. 

To top things off the Oaks are 
supposed to be stronger this year 
than ever before. Although they 
are without the services of big, 
speedy halfback Al Harrington, 
now a Stanford gridder, they have 
a much better balanced squad, 

From tackle to tackle, with the 
exception of one guard, the Oaks 
weigh-in above the 200-pound mark. 

Their three wins this year have 
been against Coalinga, 42-0;  Val- 
lejo, 20-12; and Fresno State jay- 
vees, 45-0. 

Hartnell will nearly be at full 
strength for tomorrow’s game with 
the exception of Max Anderson, 
guard, who injured his shoulder 
last Saturday against Snow. But 
back in the lineup will be big 
Hank Papa, tackle, guard Byron 
Bird, and Daryl Goodwin, _half- 
back.

A sterling first half offense 
put together by the Hartnell 
Panthers proved enough to 
provide them with their sec- 


ond victory of the year as 
they posted a 19-14 victory over

Hartnell took the opening kick- 
off and marched downfield 61 
yards in 14 plays to notch. the first 
touchdown. Constant yardage by 
Dave Gallegos, Takeo Hirahara, 
and Ron Bernal set the ball on the 
six-yard line where halfback Bob 
Fierro carried .over. The extra 
point kick was partially blocked, 
leaving the score at 6-0. 

With slightly over nine minutes 
remaining in the first half, the 
Snowmen went into the lead for 
the only time. Recovering a fum- 
ble on the Hartnell 21, the visi- 
tors scored three plays later on a 
pass play from quarterback Jim 
Carson to end Ted Clark, eight 
yards out. Clark kicked the ex- 
tra point, making it 7-6. 

Hartnell came right back, going 
70 yards to pay dirt. Dave Crocker, 
running from halfback, started 
things off as he galloped 36 yards 
to the Snow 34. A clipping penalty 
put it to the 49 whére the Pan- 
thers took seven plays to gain the 
six points. 

Fullback Jerry Benedetti did the 
honors this time with a 13-yard 
plunge over right tackle. Crocker 
kicked the conversion attempt 
through the uprights. 

Four plays after the Hartnell 
kickoff, the Panthers took over 
again. A 66-yard drive this time 
found quarterback Takeo Hirahara 
climaxing things with a sneak one 
yard out. The placekick was wide. 

That was the way things went un- 
til the fourth period when the vis- 
itors again scored. Playing against 
the Panther second and _ third 
strings, the Snowmen went 37 yards 
to score with Carson again hitting 
Clark for the TD.

1952 and 
53 by the scores of 25-13 and 32-0, 
respectively. 

Menlo came back strong last 
year, and led by their great Al Har- 
rington, romped over Hartnell, 
$1-12.. Harrington _ is presently 
wearing the spangles of the Stan- 
ford Indian and the sophomore 
great is predicted to be one of the 
finest football players that the Red- 
men have ever had. 

This season. Menlo comes to Sa- 
linas as strong favorites to make 
it two in a row. They were pre- 
season favorites to be nominated 
to the Junior Rose Bowl game and 
their squad is expected to be 
stronger than that of last year.
